United States Consuls Report on Markets 
for Silver and Plated Wares. 

WasHInerTon, D. C., March 10.—The fol- 
lowing excerpts from recent official reports 
on the subject of silver and plated goods 
in foreign countries are of interest to the 
trade:

Zealand, says: “I am officially informed 
that it is impossible to say just what the 
consumption of silver and plated ware in 
this colony is.

BALTIMORE, Md., March 13.—Nearly all 
of the jewelers who were burned in 
the fire of Feb. 7,

The great problem which is now worry 
ing many in the trade is the best methods 
of insuring their property from future de 
struction in the manner of proper safe pro 
tection While casting around for a safe 
that stood the test of the great fire, it was 
readily seen that it was not altogether the 
strength and quality of the safe that caused 
the contents of one safe to be saved, while 
that of another nearby was ruined. This 
was apparently a _ condition circun.- 
stances. If a safe was buried among the 
hot ruins and was compelled to remain 
there among the red hot bricks and iron 
debris, and smolder for several weeks, the 
contents ruined, but if the same 
make of was in manner held 
above the hot debris, as was the instance 
in some cases, it cooled quicker and its 
contents was of more value if not entirely 
saved. The heavy brick vaults properly 
constructed, of course rendered a far 
greater service than did any safes. 

The municipal government has 
better progress this week and things look 
brighter now, for an early beginning of 
the rebuilding of the burned district. The

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Diamonds Said to Have Been Found in 
the Wilds of New Ontario. 

Toronto, Can., March 11.—The Canadian 
Mining Institute held its annual convention 
here last week. Among the papers read 
was one by Prof. W. G. Miller, Provincial 
Geologist, on ‘The Undeveloped Mineral 
Resources of Ontario,’ in which he dealt 
with the question of the occurrence of dia- 
monds in the mineral region of Northern 
Ontario. He based his argument as to the 
probability of such being the case on the 
fact that during the last 25 years diamonds 
have been discovered in the drift or glacial 
deposits of Wisconsin and other states near 
the Ontario boundary. 

Hence it was to be inferred that the 
original rock in which these diamonds oc 
curred was at one time situated in Ontario, 
the material being carried south by glacial 
action. The subject had been studied by 
Prof. Hobbs, of the University of Minne- 
sota, who concluded from the glacial 
striations on rocks that diamond-bearing 
material had been carried from a point a 
little to the southeast of the southern ter- 
mination of James Bay, from which the 
glacer would appear to have radiated. It 
would seem, however, that instead of the 
diamonds coming from one area alone, they 
may occur at a number of points in an 
eastern and western direction over which 
the glacer passed. 

Other forms of carbon, notably the 
unique coal found near Sudbury and gra- 
phite found in several places in association 
with igneous rocks, are abundant. They 
occur under conditions which are consid- 
ered favorable for the occurrence of the 
more highly crystallized form of carbon, 
viz., diamonds. They might exist at many 
points in the unexplored region and remain 
undiscovered for ages as they so much re- 
semble quartz, calcite and other minerals 
for which they would be likely to be mis- 
taken by the ordinary prospector. It is 
probable that diamonds, judging from their 
wide distribution in the drift south of On- 
tario must occur in some part of the north- 
ern region of the province.

Meeting of the Optical Society of the 
City of New York. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Optical Society of the City of New York, 
held Wednesday evening, in the Hall of 
Natural History of the College of the City 
of New York, 23d St. and Lexington Ave., 
the principal item of interest, besides the 
regular scientific lectures, was the resigna 
tion of L. L. Ferguson, who at one time was 
a very active member in the organization 
The resignation was accepted with regrets. 

The meeting opened with a lecture on 
“Strabismus” by Dr. Walter 
touched on its different 
methods of measuring it. He 
plained the causes of squint, gave its symp 
toms and prescribed for its treatment. He

R. M. Lockwood, the new secretary of the 
organization, delivered an 
brilliant lecture on “The Use of the Schem- 
atic Eye in Practicing Ocular Skiametry.” 
The scientific was followed by a 
business meeting, at which the resignation 
of L. L. Ferguson was accepted and the re- 
port of the executive committee in favor of 
the “question box” was read. The “question 
box” is a new idea which was recently 
turned over to the executive committee for 
investigation. It has for its purpose the 
accumulation of questions which, perhaps, 
might seem too simple to be asked orally 
at the regular meetings. These questions are¢ 
to be written and sent by mail to the presi 
dent, who will read them to the society and 
leave them open for discussion. The sign- 
ing of the questions is left to the option of 
the questioner, who is not restricted in that 
respect.

“The matter opened with the committee 
on legislation of the New York State Med- 
ical Society endeavoring to pass a bill that 
would have legislated the optometrist out 
of existence. This and similar bills which 
followed were defeated. The optometrist, 
in self-defense, then presented a bill, eight 
years ago, asking legal recognition and pro- 
tection; this was defeated. It is evident 
that both sides cannot be right, nor yet can 
both sides be wrong, and the point once 
brought to discussion must sooner or later 
be settled. If the optometrist be right, 
he will stay; if the medical view be cor- 
rect, the optometrist will go. Repeated 
legislative acts have been brought against 
the optometrist with almost unlimited in- 
fluence back of them, yet the optometrist 
remains. Twist the case as you like, you 
cannot gainsay that one fact—he remains; 
one point, at least, is in his favor when it 
is remembered that he has practically no 
influence at Albany other than his under- 
estimated merits 

“Who are really the true actors in the 
affair? The only persons directly affected 
are a certain class of oculists, those, par- 
ticularly, who have interests in post-grad- 
uate schools, and optometrists. The oculist 
not included under that heading and the 
regular physician are in nowise concerned, 
This statement is apt to be questioned, but 
only because this set of oculists has with 
deftness made it appear that the entire 
medical profession were involved.

Question No. Varicolored Gold 
Coins.—/ have United States gold 
coins; the color of one is a yellowish green 
while the other is red. Will you kindly 
explain the cause of this? G. B. Co. 

ANSWER :—The gold used in the yellow- 
ish green coin was alloyed with silver, while 
the alloy used in the reddish coin was cop- 
per. The fineness of the two coins is the 
same, the only difference being in the alloy 
used. 

Question No, 743.—Ring Sizing. 
to make a ring two or more sizes larger; 
how shall I know the exact length of the 
piece to put in? P.t. 8. 

ANSWER :—At the top of every Allen ring 

stick will be found a gauge for determin- 
ing the sizes of rings while yet in the flat 
piece. If you want to make a ring two 
sizes larger, measure two spaces, for in- 
stance, from 7 to 9 on the gauge, and you 
will have the exact length of the piece to be 
inserted.

QUESTION No. 744.—Pyropes.—/?P lease in- 
form me through your valuable paper what 
pyropes are and mention some of their 
characteristics.

ANSWER:—Pyrope is another name for 
the Bohemian garnet. In composition, it 
is of the magnesia-alumina variety and is 
of a uniform dark red color. The stone is 
found in large quantities in Bohemia and 
under the blow-pipe it first turns black, 
then red again, and melts with difficulty 
into a black glass. When cut with a smooth 
rounding top, the pyrope, in common with 
all garnets, is called a carbuncle. 

Question No. 745,—Sand Blast Ma- 
chines.—|Vill you please give me imstruc- 
tions for making a sand blast—one that 
would be large enough for a country retail 
jeweler? Ss. 2. 

ANSWER:—A sand blast for the purpose 
of frosting surfaces cannot be constructed 
on a small scale, but requires a steam 
engine which forces sand with air pressure 
through a cylinder, with a force which 
produces an indenture in a hard surface, as 
hard brass, copper, glass or iron. There 
are establishments in this country which 
have machinery and appliances for no other 
purpose. A good deal of glass, such as is 
used for doors, car windows, etc., is frosted 
by a sand blast. Glass shades for chande- 
liers and lamps are also frosted in this way. 

Question No. 746.—Repousse Worked 
Cement.—(1) What kind of cement or wax 
do silver and gold workers use to back up 
their metal for repoussé and chased work? 
(2) How is this cement made? (3) What 
kind of tools are used for this work? (4) 
What ts the best style and what are the 
dimensions of snarling iron and stakes used 
by silversmiths?

QueEsTIon No. 747.—Pivot Drills.—K indly 
advise me how to make a pivot drill, ana 
also how to temper it? A. 

ANSWER:—The best drills for this pur- 
pose are made of a piece of small-sized 
English broach, which has to be filed to a 
pointed taper. The end of this taper should 
be filed to about the size of the pivot re- 
quired. The extreme end of this taper is 
to have a small back taper, leaving slightly 
larger the part to be needed for the spoon 
of the drill, and this button-like head is 
ground flat on both sides after hardening. 
The drill is made with a very little back 
taper, so that in drilling it should as near 
as possible fill the hole, affording the lubri- 
cant just room enough to carry the chips 
back. This drill should be heated in the 
alcohol lamp, moderately only, and hard- 
ened in beeswax, after which the temper 
need not be drawn. In drilling holes for 
putting in pivots, it often happens when a 
drill is made like a drill to drill brass, or 
nearly so, that it creates’a center point in 
the bottom of the hole, which spoils the 
job. When making a drill, as described, 
there will not be room for leaving such a 
point, and besides, the drill is strong and 
not lable to break 

QueEsTION No, 748—Seamless Gold Rings 
—I recently began to sell seamless gold 
rings and many of my customers seem to 
doubt when I tell them that the rings are 
without a joint. I am at a loss how I can 
prove my statements and would thank you 
for any suggestions you might make. 

S.A. M. 

ANSWER.—This should be an excellent op- 
portunity for you to get some fine advertis- 
ing that will be of much advantage to your 
business. You can easily make a seamless 
flat band ring in the following manner: 
Take a flat piece of brass and with the di- 
viders scribe out a circle about one-half an 
inch in diameter. Cut out the inscribed 
metal and with the dividers draw another 
circle one-fourth of an inch beyond the 
first. Cut away the outside metal and you 
have the blank of a seamless flat band ring. 
With round headed punches and a _ hol- 
lowed lead or iron block, draw the blank 
into acup shape. Then place this on a ring 
mandril with the smaller end first and with 
the flat-faced hammer strike this edge until 
you have a flat band ring. Of course this 
edge will be much thinner than the other, 
but you can easily explain to your custom- 
ers that your hand-made ring cannot begin 
to compare with the wonderful machine- 
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made rings which you sell. After you hav 
experimented along this line and feel con 
petent to make a ring as here described 
call in some friendly newspaper reporter 
and show him the entire operation and se 
if he doesn’t give you a splendid “write 
up.”

I have tried this many times and have 
never known it to fail. The polishing can 
be done with rouge on an ordinary polish- 
ing lathe by holding the roller table in a 
pin-vise, provided with copper jaws, and 
may be done without removing the jewel, 
if the workman is careful not to heat the 
table enough to start the cement.

The Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers handed down a 
decision recently regarding the rate of duty 
upon unfinished umbrella handles. The 
articles in question were composed in chief 
value of “tiger eye,” a quartz belonging to 
a class of minerals sometimes known as 
“semi-precious stones.” 
for duty at the rate of 50 per cent. ad 
valorem, under Par, 115 as manufactures 
of agate. In a supplementary report the 
appraiser stated that the goods should have 
been returned for duty under Par. 97 at 45 
per cent. ad valorem as articles composed in 
chief value of mineral substances, decorated. 

The importers claimed that the merchan- 
dise was dutiable either directly or by simili- 
tude at 10 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 
435 as precious stones cut and not set, or at 
35 per cent. under Par. 97 as articles com- 
posed in chief value of mineral substances, 
It was further claimed that 
non-enumerated manufactured article 
they were dutiable at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, but this contention was dismissed 
by the Board summarily. 

The Board found that the merchandise 
was not ornamented, and that it was duti 
able at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
under Par. 97, and the protest was, there- 
fore, sustained as to all items on the invoice

The Board sustained the protest of I. 
Emrich & Co. against the assessment of a 
60 per cent. duty on a quantity of coral 
beads strung on threads under Par.

The protestants claimed that the goods 
were dutiable under Par, 115 at 50 per cent 
as manufactures of coral.
